Bclure  the 
great  lines  of  electric  ttactiun  were  established  at  the  Kails  it 
was  impoHKiblc  to  gain  acceKs  to  the  many  points  of  interent 
now  reached  with  ease  by  the  wonderful  trolley  HyMtem  now 
tncircling  the  Gorge  which,  for  a  distance  of  over  twenty  mileti. 
continually  preaenta  to  the  tourist  an  evcrchanging  panorama  oi 
wonderful  scenery.  The  scenic  tour  arranged  by  the  Interna- 
ti<-nal  Railway,  which  company  has  the  electric  line  alonK  the

Canadian  side  of  the  river,  and  the  great  bridges  at  Niagara  Falls 
and  Queenston,  and  the  Niagara  Gorge  Railroad,  or  Great  Gorge 
Route,  which  follows  through  the  Niagara  canyon  from  Lewis- 
ton  to  the  Falls  along  the  water's  edge,  enables  the  traveler  to 
make  this  wonderful  ride  at  Niagara  without  change  of  cars. 

Belt  Line  cars  pass  through  Falls  and  Second  streets  in 
Niagara  Falls,  N.  Y  ,  convenient  to  all  principal  hotels  and 
railway  depots,  or  the  passenger  may  begin  the  trip  at  the  new 
Terminal  Station  of  the  International  Railway,  fronting  Pros- 
pect Park  on  Riverway,  cars  leaving  at  fifteen-minute  intervals 
during  the  day. 

Boarding  one  of  these  large  observation  cars,  designated 
"Niagara  Belt  Line,"  the  tourist  is  carried  to  the  American 
approach  of  the  great  steel  arch  bridge  spanning  the  Niagara 
River  a  few  bundled  feet  below  the  Fails  and  over  this  remark- 
able structure  to  Canada.     As  the  car  slowly  moves  over  the 
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Panoramic  View  of  American  and  Hoffleahoe  FalU  a*  tieen 
from  Htit  l.lne  Cam 

bridge,  une  of  the  grundrst  and  moHl  perfect  viewH  uf  the  KallR 
IS  (gradually  unfolded,  and  in  itH  courHe  fur  nearly  one  mile  up 
the  r:ver  on  the  Canadian  Hide  thia  magnificent  view  of  the 
American  and  Horseshoe  Kails  is  ever  present  to  the  eye, 
always  from  a  new  pomt  of  vantage,  until  the  car  reaches 
Table  Rock,  almost  at  the  brmk  of  the  Horseshoe  Kail.  Here 
the  tourist  may  remam,  if  he  so  desires,  continuing  his  journey 
on  some  later  car.  From  this  point  may  also  be  seen  the 
Ca.  adian  rapids,  above  the  Kails,  and  the  wild  and  plunging 
waters  in  the  mad  rush  before  leaping  into  the  chasm.

On  approach- 
ing the  great    railway    bridges, 
about  two  miles  distant  from  the 
Kails,  the   placid   waters  of  the 
lower  river  once   more  become 
turbulent    until    the    wonderful 
Whirlpool    Rapids    is    reached. 
Continuing  along  the  high  bank 
a    splendid    view   of   the    great 
Whirlpool  is  obtained,  and  the 
course  of  the  river  at  this  point 
taking  an  abrupt  turn,  the  Gorge

Sir  Uaac  Brock,  who  fell  in  battle  on  theae  HciKhtam 
the  War  of  iMij.  A  Kradual  and  eaay  descent  from  the  Heif{htR 
bungs  the  car  to  the  approach  of  the    LewiMon    Suspension

Bridge.  Along  the  way  and  within  ^  few  feet  of  the 
railway  may  be  seen  the  cenotaph  ert  '  by  the  present 
King  of  England  on  his  visit  to  this  counry  in  i860,  and 
which  marks  the  spot  where  General  Brock  fell.  Here 
IS  the  village  of  Queenston,  with  Lewiston  across  the  river, 
these  being  the  head  of  navigation  of  the  lower  Niagara 
River  and  the  ports  of  call  for  steamers  of  the  Niagara  River 
Line  'to  Toronto  Crossing  the  Suspei  ion  Bridge,  the  car 
proceeds  to  the  town  of  Lewiston,  where  a  short  stay  may 
be  made  to  advantage.  Here  the  return  trip  to  Niagara  Falla 
It  commenced,  over  the  Great  Gorge  Route,  running  close  to 
thf  waters  edge  nearly  all  the  way.  This  ride  up  the  Gorge 
IS  .so  wonderful  in  its  scenic  features  as  to  defy  description,  the 
car  passing  on  amid  scenes  of  imposing  grandeur  by  a  winding 
course  following  the  contour  of  the  river  bank.  A  short  time 
after  leaving  Lewiston  the  Devils  Hole  is  passed.  This  spot 
IS  prominent  in  the  annals  of  Niagara  Frontier  history,  a  British 
caravan    and    a    company    of   soldiers    being    ambushed    and 
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Entranct  to  Ihi  Oor(« 

mataacrctl  by  the  Imlianii   in  176J,  .he  eimrc  company  beinR 
driven  over  the  clilf  lu  death  on  the  rotk-t  below. 

On  the  way  up  the  Oor^c  a  cloier  view  of  the  Rreat  Whirl. 
pool  it  had  from  the  car,  anU  at  a  turn  in  the  river  the 
Whirlpool  Rapids  iiuddenly  loons  into  view,  churiiiiiR,  foam- 
inf,  ana  tossinif.  and  forming  a  scene  that  holds  the  luurmt 
•pcllbound  with  amazement,  mlinirat'on,  and  awe  The 
Whirlpool  Kapids  is  one  of  the  most  HtrikinK  sprctacles  of  the 
Visit  to  Niagara.  After  leaving  the  Kap.ds  and  passing  tho 
(nat  railway  bridgrs  the  car  begins  an  easy  ascent  along  the 
rivar  bank,  and  herr  the  river  and  all  its  beauties  sink  into 
realful  dimness.  Nrannj,  the  top  a  mass  of  natural  stone  for- 
mation  IS  passed  and  once  more  the  visitor  is  within  the  city 
of  Niagara  Kails  and  ready  to  al  ght  at  the  railway  station  from 
which  the  journey  was  begun,  after  a  ride  unequaled  by  any 
•cenic  tour  in  the  world 

The  -ars  making  this  delightful  journey  leave  the  terminal 
■tition  every  fifteen  minutes,  and  the  fare  for  the  entire  ride  is 
but  one  dollar,   including   priv,le(fe  of  stop-over  at  any  and  all
